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No. 1.— List of Queries addressed to County Councils, Councils of County 
Boroughs, Rural District Councils, Boards of Guardians, Urban 
District Councils, and Town Commissioners. 



No. 1. — Whether, having regard to the extent, population, necessities of the sick and destitute 
poor, and economic condition of the County of , and the facilities of 

locomotion and proper administration of the Poor Law therein, it would be expedient to 
dissolve any of the Unions wholly or partly contained in the County, and if so, what 
arrangements, whether by amalgamation or otherwise, should be substituted therefor. 

No. 2. — Whether in the event of any Union or Unions being dissolved, and of the Workhouse 
or Workhouses thereof being no longer required for Poor Law purposes, such Work- 
house or Workhouses could with advantage be taken over by the County Council for an 
Auxiliary Lunatic Asylum, under section 76 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 
1898, or could be otherwise utilized for any other, and, if so, what public purpose. 

No. 3. Whether with or without a dissolution of any Union, it would be possible — 

(а) by an arrangement for the maintenance of any class or classes of paupers in the 

Workhouse of another Union; or 

(б) by combining a number of Unions for the purpose of Poor Law Relief ; or 

(c) by boarding-out Workhouse Inmates, 

to make better provision for the classification and treatment of the inmates chargeable 
to the said Unions. 

No. 4. Whether, in the event of an amalgamation or combination of Unions being carried 

out or any other arrangements being made for the relief of the destitute poor, any 
changes in the law and procedure as to administration, and in the ckargeability of relief 
would be desirable. 

No. 5.— Whether, having regard to the number, capacity and situation of the Workhouse 
Hospitals, County Infirmaries, County Fever Hospitals and other Hospitals existing in 
the County, additional accommodation is required for the proper treatment of the sick 
poor in any Union, district, or locality in the County, and, if other accommodation 
seems desirable, how it may best be provided without entailing undue hardship upon 
the destitute or on the sick poor of the Union. 

No. 6. Whether any administrative and financial changes are desirable in order to secure a 

more economical system for the relief generally of 

(a) the sick, 

(b) the insane, and 

(c) all other classes of the poor or destitute, 
without impairing efficiency of administration. 

No. 7. How far, in the case of persons who are not destitute, it would be desirable to introduce 

a system of payments or contributions in aid of the cost of treatment of the sick and 
insane in Hospitals or other such Institutions. 

No. 8. What change, if any, seems to be possible and desirable as regards the treatment of 

the vagrant poor generally known as “ tramps or casuals”! 



No. 2 — Statutory Provisions as regards Vagrancy. 

The Vagrancy {Ireland) Act, 1847 (10 & 11 Viet., c. 84), still forms the basis of the law on 
this subject, and Section 3 of that enactment provides that — 

“ Every person wandering abroad and begging, or placing himself in any public place, street, p "^' s n ^ d ° e f ring 
highway, court, or passage to beg or gather alms, or causing or procuring or encouraging any a hroad, or begging 
child or children so to do, and every person who, having been resident in any union in Ireland, P ublic places ’ &c ‘ 
shall go from such union to some other union, or from one electoral or relief district to another 
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electoral or relief district iu Ireland, for the purpose of obtaining relief in such last-mentioned 
union or district, shall, on conviction thereof before any justice of the peace, if such justice 
shall think fit, be committed to the common gaol or house of correction, there to be kept to 
hard labour for any time not exceeding one calendar month.”

The Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851 (14 Sr. 15 Viet., c. 93), in re-organising the procedure in 
cases of summary jurisdiction expressly excepted inter alia cases of vagrancy from the general rule 
which prohibited justices from adjudicating out of Petty Sessions. Section 8 (2) of the Act of 
1851 is as follows: — 

“ Section 8 (2.)— It shall not be lawful for any justice or justices to hear and determme 
any cases of summary jurisdiction out of Petty Sessions, except cases of drunkenness or 
vagrancy, or fraud in the sale of goods, or disputes as to sales in fairs or markets ; but it 
shall be lawful for two justices, if they shall see fit, to hear and determine out of Petty 
Sessions any complaint as to any offence when the offender shall be unable to give bail for 
'his appearance at Petty Sessions : Provided always, that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to prevent any justice or justices acting out of Petty Sessions from making any 
Order (not being in the nature of a conviction, or of an adjudication upon a complaint), wine i 
a justice or justices may be authorised or required by law to make.’ 



Section 15 of the Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871 (34 & 35 Viet., Ch. 112), extends Section 4 of 
the English Vagrancy Act of 1824, with certain amendments, to Ireland. Under Section 4 of the 
Act of 1824, a justice is empowered to commit to prison fdr any time not exceeding three months 
with hard labour any persons convicted of the offences set forth in the Section- and this Section 
as amended by Section 15 of the Act of 1871 is further amended by Section 7 of the Penal Servi- 
tude Act, 1891.

Section 15. — “ Whereas by the fourth section of the Vagrancy Act, 1824, it is, amongst Evidence of vagrancy, 
other things, provided that every suspected person or reputed thief frequenting any river, 
canal, or navigible stream, dock, or basin, or any quay, wharf, or warehouse near or adjoining 
thereto, or any street, highway or avenue leading thereto, or any place of public resort, or 
any avenue leading thereto, or any street, highway, or place adjacent, with intent to commit 
felony, shall be deemed a rogue and vagabond, and may be apprehended and committed to 
prison with hard labour for any time not exceeding three calendar months : Be it enacted, 
firstly, the said section shall be construed as if instead of the words ‘ highway or place 
adjacent’ there were inserted the words or any highway or any place adjacent to a street or 
highway’ ; and, secondly, that in proving the intent to commit a felony it shall not be 
necessary to show that the person suspected was guilty of any particular act or acts tending 
to show his purpose or intent, and he may be convicted if from the circumstances of the case, 
and from his known character as proved to the justice of the peace or court before whom or 
which he is brought, it appears to such justice or court that his intent was to commit a felony; 
and the provisions of the said section, as amended by this section, shall be in force in Scotland 
and Ireland. For the purposes of this section, in Scotland the word felony shall mean any of 
the pleas of the Crown, any thefc, which in respect of aggravation, or of the amount in value 
of the money, goods, or thing stolen, may be punished with penal servitude, any forgery, and 
any uttering of any forged writing.”

The tendency to grant outdoor relief is largely on the increase here. 
X believe, if we had divisional rating instead of union rating as 
at present, a great deal less outdoor relief would be granted. 
So long as indoor relief exists, I am of opinion that outdoor 
relief should be limited to cases of sickness and accident. In 
this union, dispensaries seem to work very satisfactorily as 
relief stations. The Guardians in their consideration of ap- 
plications for outdoor relief do not, to my mind, take sufficient 
notice of character and habits of applicants. They often 
make grants in opposition to my recommendations. A Re- 
lieving Officer should be an independent officer, to enable him 
to discharge his duty with the necessary fearlessness, and should 
be appointed in the same way as Civil Service Officers.

In my opinion outdoor relief should be an electoral division charge, 
one year's residence in a division making the applicant charge- 
able to that division. 

There is a great reluctance to come into the workhouse, and as a 
result parties would rather live half-starved on their pittance 
of outdoor relief than sever their early ties. Consequently, 
I find that the most acceptable form of relief, except in cases 
of accident, <Sc., is outdoor relief. I also find that there is very 
often a great difficulty in relieving cases where the occupier 
holds a quarter-acre of land or over, by reason of their being 
debarred from outdoor relief. These persons are often in a 
starving condition, and I find it impossible to relieve them. 
I would very strongly suggest that the section bearing on this 
matter be repealed. 

The most important observation I desire to make is from a per- 
sonal point of view, namely, that the Board of Guardians 
allow me only £20 a year for the distribution of close to £1,000 
outdoor relief — £196 0s. 5<i. being the actual sum paid for 
the half-year from which the figures in the Return are taken. 

I have no remark to make as regards the making of applications 
and the ordering of relief, except, indeed, that I consider out- 
door relief in the shape of a small money allowance should 
not be afforded to the very aged and infirm poor, as I look 
upon it as an inducement to people of this class to live outside

day — and I know for a fact that the majority of them pay 
from 6 d. to Is. weekly for house accommodation of the most 
wretched description. What is required is something between 
the workhouse and the cold comfortless homes in which these 
poor people live at present. If some such place as the old 
County Hospitals could be provided in each district or union for 
the relief of such cases, I venture to say that the present large 
expenditure of money for outdoor relief, which is nothing better 
than an abuse of charity and an encouragement to old people 
to end their lives in misery with surroundings of a most wretched 
descriptiou, would very soon be turned to a more useful pur- 
pose. How many of them manage to light a Are or provide 
fuel is a problem that only themselves can solve. If nothing 
can be done towards the betterment of these poor people than 
the present laws afford, I would suggest, in the interests of the

tributed to the recipients weekly from the Clerk’s Office, by 
means of postal orders, it would in a great measure do away 
with the many abuses and worse which at present exist in 
the methods of performing the duties in this matter.” 



I consider the order check-book (Form 27 of Union Accounts Order) 
unsuitable to country districts, inasmuch as the recipient 
cannot obtain the several items from one shopkeeper, and is 
frequently obliged to go to three, four, or five shopkeepers. 



I would suggest that it be within the discretion of the Guardians 
to grant outdoor relief to landholders whose acreage does not 
exceed 2 acres statute, and tiro valuation does not exceed £2, 
instead of the present limit of one rood of land. 

I have two dispensary districts which I consider too large. 



I consider that the districts of all the Believing Officers in this 
union are entirely too large, and it is impossible for one man to 
discharge efficiently his duties over the large area entrusted to 
him. I am strongly convinced that, if the districts were di- 
vided, say at least one Believing Officer for each dispensary 
district, it would secure not only the greater efficiency in the 
relief administration, but considerable economy for the ratc- 

K i, while at the same time the need of the poor would be 
attended to. I may add that I have not made this 
observation from any personal point of view, but from conscien- 
tious desire to effect a much-needed improvement in ithe ad- 
ministration of relief.

Remuneration is too small lor the amount of work required. 



I think the fever hospital here if changed into a district hospital 
would be quite sufficient for the requirements of this district, and 
that of Croagh Dispensary District — provided separate accom- 
modation be made for infectious cases, then there would be no need 
for an infirmary. We have not had six cases of infectious diseases 
for the last four years in hospital. 



Convalescent wards are wanted to relieve the overcrowding in the 
infirmary, and some of the windows should be enlarged. Closets 
should be built outside altogether, and better bathrooms provided. 
The fever hospital, which is little used now-a-days, would make a 
very fair general hospital for acute cases, but additional wards 
for convalescents and phthisical cases would be required. The 
new operating room, however, has been fitted up in present 
infirmary. Nursing staff fairly adequate. The management of 
infirmary and fever hospital by the Guardians, in my opinion, 
might be better, and will perhaps be always on too economical 
lines, as they scarcely understand the requirements of a modem 
hospital. In consequence, the duties of doctor and nurses are 
rendered more difficult, and there is little encouragement to carry 
them out as they should be carried out. 



Lunatics and epileptics should not be in workhouses. Similar ar- 
rangements should be carried out by other Boards regarding 
the isolation of pulmonary tuberculosis patients. No children 
should he kept in workhouses other than those who arc actually 
ill, and those who are too young to be removed from their mothers ; 
these latter should be provided with suitable accommodation and 
thorough supervision. Infirmaries, with the administration, 
should be separated from workhouses. Convalescent department- 



from the infirmary and hospital. In this infirmary special 
arrangements exist for the complete isolation and special treat- 
ment of trachoma. Owing to the strictly contagious character 
of this affection and its widespread distribution in institutions, 
we would recommend the general adoption of this system.

I consider the salary not quite adequate to the duties to be performed. There is a separate 
maternity hospital on the infirmary grounds endowed and built by the late Lady 
Esiuonde, with three fine wards and accommodation for nurse and wardsmaid. More 
than 200 women have been delivered there since its opening. 



The management of the infirmary seems satisfactory. Its income should be increased to 
say, £600 per annum, and placed on this side of the county. There should be some 
legal means of paying an anesthetist, who should be selected by the surgeon oper- 
ating ; also some means of paying specialist consulting fees in special cases and special 
operations. Arrangements should be made so that surgeon or matron might retire on 
pension after reasonable service.
